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Georgia Capital Able To Finance 
Own Industries, Dawson Clinic Told

DAWSON, Ga., Sept. 19.—Mer- 
rill P. Callaway, executive head of 
the Central of Georgia Railway 


and former chairman of the invest- 
ment committee of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York, in 
an address here today before the 
Fulton National Bank business 
clinic, declared that Georgia, for 
the first time in 75 years, has suf- 
ficient capital to establish its own 
industries and to improve its agri- 
culture and the living conditions 
of its people. 

Callaway shared the spotlight of 
the speaker’s forum with H. E. 
Denison, of the State Engineer- 
ing Experiment station at Geor- 
gia Tech, who said that in this 
section of southwest Georgia alone 
there is a need for some 10,000 
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new housing units with repairs 
and improvements needed for thou- 
sands more. He also discussed the 
vast possibilities for industrial ex- 
pansion which this section holds— 
industries for processing forest 
products, for processing foods, 
light metals, chemicals. 


Approximately 500 business and 
farm leaders attended the clinic, 
one of a series of regional meet- 
ings sponsored by the Fulton Na- 
tional Bank in co-operation with 
local banks of the area. Here, the 
Bank of Terrell, Dawson; the Bank 
'of Dawson, Dawson, and the Bank 
of Sasser, Sasser, co-operated. 

Callaway declared that the War 
Between the States left the south’s 
share in the national wealth re- 
duced from 40 to 14 per cent—65 
per cent of its capital wiped away. 
And Georgia was one of the hard- 
est hit states. 

“With the accumulations of 200 
years swept away,” he continued, 
“with no money and no capital, the 
survivors, largely older men, wom- 
en and children, started over 
again, not only from a financial 
standpoint, but with a new way of 
life to learn—economically, politi- 
cally, domestically and socially.”

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Schwellenbach to the Rescue 


President Truman’s reorganization of 
the Department of Labor was long over- 
due. 


Since 1932 a profusion of independent 
government agencies having to do with 
labor had sprung up. The Labor Depart- 
ment has been notoriously weak and inept 
with the consequence that the tendency 
was to set up new bureaus and services 
out from under its jurisdiction. 


Thus we have been faced with such 
anomalies as the Labor Department being 
relatively small and ineffective while 
agencies which should have been placed 
thereunder were sprawling and powerful. 


Labor Department pay rolls, signifi- 
cantly, included only some 6,000 employes, 
while the War Manpower Commission, one 
of the ubiquitous independent agencies, 
had a personnel in excess of 28,000. 


The autonomy of such executive labor 
bureaus as the WMC, the War Labor 
Board, the National Labor Relations 
Board, the United States Employment 
Service, the Fair Employment Practices 
Committee, the National Mediation Board 
and others has made for overlapping of 
jurisdiction, duplication of effort and gen- 
eral confusion. 


A centralization of authority in the 
labor field has long been in order and it 
Was generally assumed, at the time Lewis 
Schwellenbach succeeded Madame Per- 
kins in June, that an overhauling of the 
Labor Department and inclusion therein 
of outlying executive agencies would be 
immediately forthcoming.

dation of effort and authority is doubtless 
responsible in some measure for the strike 
crisis with which the nation is currently 
confronted. 


However, there is reassurance in the 
facts that Mr. Schwellenbach has now 
been given jurisdiction over virtually all 
labor agencies and has signified his inten- 
tion of moving swiftly to settle actual and 
threatening disputes. 


While no peacetime machinery for com- 
pulsory arbitration is existent and his 
powers are limited to those of a concilia- 
tor, Secretary Schwellenbach is a man re- 
spected by industry and labor alike and 
he may well be able to bring peace, at 
least temporarily, ‘to the production front. 


Gerta.nly both labor and management 
must recognize the necessity for an im- 
mediate resumption of production of 
peacetime goods. Widespread strikes at 
this time would handicap reconversion to 
such an extent that the nation’s economy 
might never recover. It is urgent that the 
transition from war to peace be made 
smoothly and swiftly. Otherwise there 
will be no jobs for returning servicemen 
and scarcity of consumer items will serve 
to encourage inflation. 


Secretary Schwellenbach, heading an 
integrated Labor Department, should be 
in a position to settle the disputes which 
threaten to hold up the entire reconver- 
sion parade. 


If it develops that he lacks the author- 
ity needed to iron out the difficulties, then 
by all means let congress move swiftly to 
delegate it to him.

After the last war the leading man in musical 


comedy used to come out and do the verse. Then |

There was a lot of sound economics in that question. A lot 
sounder and more modern’ in application today than Adam Smith, 
if the facts be known. 

This time the boys haven’t seen just Paree. They have had a 
look at Tehran and Cairo; at Ankara and Casablanca; at London and 
Moscow; at Berlin and Baghdad; at Dakar and Brisbane; at Manila 
and Delhi, Tokyo and Bangkok—plus way stations. 


They didn’t care for much of most of it. 


Not many of them have got home, but for many of those that 
have the home-coming hasn’t been any easier than they expected it. 

I don’t mean for a moment that they are coming home as 
neurotics. They are the same men*who went away—except they 
are older, more mature in emotions and, in most cases, mentally 
grown up. 

We should have had some warning of it. The polls done by 
reliable agencies usually have substance. These polls told us more 
than a year ago that some 60 per cent of servicemen interviewed 
didn’t want to go back to their old jobs. 

Many of them had got a job and married young. Responsi- 
bilities came early and by the time they learned they hated the 
work they were doing, they couldn’t give it up and start in again. 

Some 40 per cent oi them didn’t want to go back to their old 


home towns. 

eo i Aristotle, the Greek philosopher, wrote 
Political Economies i ocx called “Politicn.” In tt he bound 
together ethics, politics and economics. It was in the last century 
we specialized them in separate fields. 

It is impossible to separate the three. 
until given power by politics. 

That is a lesson we will learn better in the months ahead. 

We now are troubled about jobs, even though, at the moment, 
there is really little unemployment. The future may hold a pros- 
pect of 10,000,000 unemployed, but for the moment that is not the 
trouble. 

The big trouble today is that the men coming out of the Army 
and the war plants are not taking many service jobs open. Jobs 
are going begging—for a reason which, whether right or wrong, is 
understandable. : 

One reason the building outlook is glum is because sawmills, 
especially the small ones, pay a top price of 60 cents an hour to 
the three or four skilled men needed—the sawyer, the scaler, the 
saw filer, and so on. 

The textile mills, offering an average of 56 cents an hour, are 
having temporary trouble getting help. With back orders enough 
to keep running for more than a year, they need more workers. 

It is not at all the desire to get the unemployment insurance, 
although there are some in that status. It seems to be the normal, 
to-be-expected unwillingness to work for less—with industry saying 
things must cost more. 

They are not going back to the farm—and farm experts hope 
that at least 1,000,000 former farm workers will not try to go back, 
but will be absorbed in industry. 

But the “farm” in this instance is all fields of work ... how 
you gonna get ’em back on the farm—after they’ve seen Paree? 

Labor leaders, who were worried about the returning soldier, 
rather jubilantly point out that the returning soldier is the best 
union material they have. He comes home with his head filled 
with stories of high wages. He goes to work and finds that he 
is getting, on the average, a little more than twice what he got 
in the Army. His reaction is, “What’s wrong? Let’s strike this

It is well to look at things as they are, no matter what our

There Is a Technique 
In Looking for a Job 


There are a good number of people looking 
for jobs, nowadays. Discharged veterans. For- 
mer workers in war factories now reducing forces 
Workers uprooted by the general conditions 
induced by tonversion to peace after the years of war. 

So, it occurred to me, a column on the art of looking for a job 
might be interesting, if not serviceable. 

In the first place, the man or woman sincerely looking for work 
with a desirable pay check attached, should consider, from the 
start, that he has a job, an important one. He is working for 
himself. His job is to find that pay envelope. Just as in any other 
job, he is not so likely to succeed if he doesn’t work hard. He 
should set for himself a schedule, for every day. He should de- 
vote eight hours, or more, a day to* the task of job-seeking. 

Secondly, he must steel his soul against discouragement. He 
must be like the salesman who knows, if he calls on a given num- 
ber of prospects per day, the law of averages will provide him 
so many sales per month. The job-seeker must know that, if he 
calls on prospective employers for eight hours per day, he will, 
eventually, find the guy with a decent pay envelope hes anxious 
to swap for honest work.

“Where’s such-and-such street?” He named a little, middle- 
class residential street "way out in the outskirts. It so happened 
it was the one such street I knew. I had answered, futilely, a 
want adv. there two days before. I told him. 

And went to work next morning. After a night spent in urgent 
study of a Toronto city directory. 


Read the Advs If I were looking for a job today, I’d read 


every “Help Wanted—Male” advertisement. 
Get up early and read the morning paper list. Check all those 
which might possibly suit me. Or rather, that I might suit. Write, 
at once, to those with box number address. And start my day by 
calling on all the others. Do the same thing as soon as the after- 
noon paper is out. 

I’d let everyone I knew understand I needed a job. Wouldn’t 
overlook anyone. I’d investigate every hint of an opening. 

And, I wouldn’t be too rigid as to the type of job | wanted. 
I’d take the first honest job - could fill with sufficient pay or salary 
to meet my minimum needs.

Pearl Harbor Probe 
Sop to Republicans 


WASHINGTON.—It is no secret that admin- 

istration forces were led to support the resolu- 

_ tion for a congressional investigation of the 

Pearl Harbor disaster chiefly as a means of heading off the Re- 
publicans. 


Neither President Truman nor Sen. Barkley, the majority leader, 
oe me feeling that there was a need for a further inquiry into 
e facts. 


They consented to support the investigation only after it was 
made known the Republicans were determined to press for one in 
any event. Rather than have a resolution put over by opposition 
forces joining with. a few. dissenting Democrats, it was decided 
best to have the inquiry undertaken with administration blessing. 


Knowing that much about the origin of the new inquiry it is 
safe to predict the course it will take. 


There is little reason to believe it will produce any startling 
new facts not heretofore revealed by the Roberts report or the 
findings of the separate Army and Navy special boards. 


The Republicans are obviously less concerned about the degree 
of guilt of Adm. Kimmel and Gen. Short, our Hawaiian com- 
manders at the time of the disaster, as they are in pinning re- 
sponsibility for the whole beginning of the Pacific war on the late 
President Roosevelt. | 


The latter will be the over-all objective of minority members of 
the committee. We may look for that line of questioning from 


these elements. 

Fetish It has become a sort of a fetish with Republicans and 
Old-line isolationists of both parties to blame Mr. 

Roosevelt for the war events that were thrust upon us. First they

I1]-Fitting 
Shoes Cause 
Foot Trouble 


BY IDA JEAN KAIN 
When a mother told the shoe 


salesman that the child’s feet hurt, 
the little girl explained carefully 
that her feet were fine, it was the 
shoes that hurt.. There’s a young 


lady who got to the bottom of 
things! 

Most foot troubles begin with 
ill fitting shoes. With today’s 
shortages you are apt to grin and 
bear it and wear shoes you might 
not under different conditions. 
Don’t do it! Shoes can be made 
a half size wider or longer, not 
just stretched, but actually en- 
larged. Many large department 
stores offer this service for a 
small charge. 

When you do spend that pre- 
cious shoe stamp, have your feet 
measured. One doctor suggests 
that anyone who stands on her 
feet a good share of the time 
should buy new shoes at the end 
of the day instead of at the begin- 
ning. Your feet are more sensi- 
tive then and protest if crowded 
into tight shoes. 


Another cause of foot troubles 
is overweight. Feet feel the extra 


burden. A clerk who took off 30 
extra pounds explained that it was 
the greatest favor to her feet, 


On the subject of foot exercise, | 


the best possible exercise is to 
walk correctly. The heels of your 
worn shoes tell quite a bit about 
your walk. If they are worn 
down on the inside, this ,indicates 
you tend to toe out and throw 
your weight toward the inner bor- 
ders, which is a weak pdsition. 
Make a deliberate effort to point 
toes straight ahead so as to dis- 
tribute the weight along the en- 
tire length of the longitudal arch. 


The first thing the Army did for 
the WAC’s was ‘to issue them well 
fitted shoes with a moderate heel. 
And the second was exercise. 
There are many sets of muscles 
on the bottom of the foot that play 
an important part in maintaining 
the arch. They come into play 
when the toes are used. These 
planned exercises, borrowed from 
the WAC Manual, will give your 
feet a build-up. 


Foot circling . . . sit on floor 
‘with legs outstretched, hands un- 
der one knee to hold leg off: floor. 
Point the toe as far as possible. 
Relax. Combine the two. Turn 
the foot in as far as possible.
